•Wrote repeal of prohibition 
at the head of its 1932 plat- 
form today and then moved 
on toward nomination of its 
candidate, with Governor 
Roosevelt ' of 
New -York 
pressing his advantage against a 
scattered field of rivals. 


In a session -which began early 
last evening and surged through 
tempestuous seas of debate until 
early morning, the national con- 
vention accepted in a landslide a 
plank which said directly "we fa- 
vor the repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment" 
and ended with a 


pledge of immediate modification 


, of 'the Volstead law. 


It was an anti-prohibition tri- 


umph of proportions which even 
the most insistent opponents of 
the dry statutes never -dreamed of 
a week ago. In a sudden surge 
of enthusiasm, amounting almost 
to a stampede, the repealists roll- 
ed up a vote of 9343-4 against 213 
Z-4. They were urged to their vic- 
tory by a speech In which Al 
Smith, the nomine of four years 
t 


summoned all his old-time 
r to the condemnation of the 
ration regime, 
ary after hours of oratory, 


interspersed with a succession of 
as wildly whirling demonstrations 
as any convention has seen in re- 
cent times, the delegates recessed 
in the small hours until 
noon. 


They had before them then com- 
pletion of the platform and the 
beginning of the last act of the 
drama—presentation of the presi- 
dential candidates in a series of 
nominating speeches. 


May Ballot Tonight. 
It appeared that a session to- 
night might possibly see the long- 
awaited tirst ballot for the presi- 
dency an accomplished fact. It 
was certain that unless a real 
deadlock developed, the convention 
•would end tomorrow.

said the robber walked into the 
bank during noon. 
At the point 


of a pistol he forced them to en- 
ter the vault and tried to lock 
them in but the door would not 
catch. 


The robber had obtained the 


money and rushed out the door 
when three policemen, who had 
been summoned by passersby who 
became suspicious that a hold up 
was being staged, arrived. The 
robber leaped in a car at the curb 
and attempted to drive away, fir- 
ing fiye or more shots at the offi- 
cers. 


The officers opened fire and shot 
the robber dead within a block. 


The car he used in the robbery 
was identified 
as 
belonging to 
Fred Quaile.a Corpus Christ! busi- 
ness man. It had

about an hour before the robbery 
took place. 


The robbery was identified as A. 


V. Wright, 27, Corpus Christi real 
estate dealer.

The stolen money was found in a 
blood-stained sack in the car in 
which he tried to flee. 


After Wright was shot he slump- 


ed over the steering wheel of'the 
car, which careened wildly across 
the street and crashed Into a 
curb.

Dr. Daniel A. Poling of New 


York, one of the national prohibi- 
tion board of strategy, condemned 
the democratic stand as vigorously 
as might be expected and made 
known that the board, war council 
of 30 dry organizations, would get 
together today to talk over their 
future course. 


Poling disclosed the diverging 


opinions. 
They, are: 


To throw the organized dry vote

The Texas Railroad Com- 
mission todajs fixed the East 
Texas oil field allowable at 
50 barrels daily per well 
flat until July 15, and pro- 
vided a maximum output of 
325,000 barrels for the area 
thereafter, until September 1, each 
well to contribute an equal share 
to the top production. 


The commission's latest action 


rescinded a proposed order, prev- 
iously 
signed 
by C. V. Terrell, 


chairman, and tentatively agreed 
to by Commissioners Lon A. Smith 
and Ernest O. Thompson, which 
would have regulated production 
at 51 barrels per well dally with- 
out respect to a top field allow- 
able. 


The proposed action of lifting 


the top allowable 
of 
the 
field 


brought protest from some of the 
operators and the commission was 
petitioned 16 alter Its contemplat- 
ed order. 
Orders expiring 
at 
midnight 


regulated the field's production at 
a top of 325,000 barrels dally, the 
per well flow to be adjusted each 
15 day period to keep the area 
output within the maximum. The 
per well allowable had been scaled 
to 51 barrels. 


Under the Jjew regulations, the 


per well allowable will be auto- 
matically fixed, according to the 
number of producing wells in the 
field, each fifteen-day period, be- 
ginning July 15. It was estimated 
that there were approximately 6,- 
500 wells in the field at this time.

HOW THE REAL MOSES CAME 


Interesting Parallel* Between The Plight of Enslaved 


Israel ancP These Modern Days—What 


Makes a Moses.

All around the world the cry 


real life for the living 


Thus, the Hebrew* In 


arises from the leaderless multi- 
tude of baffled, beaten and be- 
wildered humanity, "Send us •• a 
Moses to lead us out of this time 
of suffering!" The dramatic col- 
lapse of the old leadership, in poll- 
tics, business and religion, has in- 
tensified this demand for a mod- 
ern Moses.

So it is opportune that millions 


of members of the Sunday School 
are just now called to consider the 
story of the real Moses; and in 
•his beginnings at that. The mak- 
ing of Moses, or any other leader, 
is not a matter of sudden resolu- 
tion. Times of need do not create 
a leader; they only reveal him. 
Back of the spectacular entrance 
of such a figure upon the public 
scene He the testing years of prep- 
aration. For nearly a generation 
now the world has given itself 
up largely to self-indulgence and 
materialism; and In that school no 
leader is trained. Everywhere there 
Is complaint that this stressful 
hour Is not producing strong men; 
the Indictment 
should 
lie 
not 
against today/ but agafnst the en- 
ervating years that have gone. We 
are reaping what we have sown. 
Back.of The Moses Story. 
Consider 
the beginnings 
jjid 
background of Mosea. He was a 
child of the oppressed Hebrew col- 
ony in^Goshen, Egypt, whose fore- 
fathers had settled in the country 
three and a half centuries before, 
at the invitation of Pharaoh, and 
of their great kinsman, Prime Min- 
ister Joseph, At first, they had 
been honored guests- but condi- 
tions changed with the passing 
years. We cannot live forever on 
the reputations of our fathers; an 
obvious truth which some proud 
societies of descendants 
fail to 
recognise. Each generation must 
live its own life. 
Change is the 


one sure thing. Trusteed fortunes 
»r« now seen to be, on the whole, 
an evil; the dead hand cannot 
provide 
" " " 
present.

Egypt had to stand eventually on 
their own feet, and suffer their 
own misfortunes. 


Conditions had changed for them, 


and become hard. They were be- 
ing schooled into nationhood by a 
bitter discipline. For them it was 
not easy to perceive the vaster 
significance of God's purposes for 
their posterity, and for the world. 
They only knew that their lot was 
toll and oppression and suffering. 
True; they were acquiring the civ- 
ilized arts and crafts and sciences 
of the Egyptians, and graduating 
from their patriarchal and pastoral 
simplicity and .Individualism; and 
learning much that would be es- 
sential in their new life of inde- 
pendence, if'that should be acheiv- 
ed. 


As I read again how Egypt made 
bitter the lives of the Jews, I re- 
call conversations I have had with 
nationalist leaders in many Near 
Eastern countries, all crying aloud 
for freedom from foreign control.

Fondness for the cradle route of 
redemption would seem to be in- 
dicated on, the part of God. There 
were, for 
example, Moses, and 


Samuel and Jesus. 
In leisurely 
fashion the Lord seems to go about 
the task 'of developing a deliverer. 
He starts with a simple, godly 
home. Did ever any great helper 
of men come out of a family en- 
grossed in selfishness, greed and 
materialism? I once talked with a 
young bride and gro&m who dream- 
ed of making a home and living a 
life that would perhaps warrant 
the hope that they might be the 
parents of a son who would • be- 
come/ the Great American.

Cruel Pharaoh had decreed the 
destruction of Hebrew boy babies 
by the midwives, thinking thereby 
to stem the tide of growth and 
power on the part of this group 
of slaves.

And there is no reason to believe 
that he did not maintain contact, 
perhaps secretly, with his own 
family; for he called his brother 
and his sister to his aid when he 
later entered upon his life work.

Are we not warranted in 
sumlng that the Almighty, who 
with 
infinite . perversion made 
ready Moses f,or his people's deliv- 
erance, has not been unmindful 
of the world's present need? When 
the hour fully strikes, we may 
find 'emerging from an unexpect- 
ed quarter, our, leader, who will 
speak in God's name and repre- 
sent Divine leadership. Of it may 
be that the Word of the Lord 
will come to many men, in far- 
scattered localities, who have been 
quietly prepared as local leaders, 
so that the whole mass of democ- 
racy may move forward according 
to God'a plan. 
One thing is certain. .No. self-

Into this equipment 
godly background

IMPROVEMENT IS 
SHOWN IN LIVESTOCK 
AND FARM ACTIVITIES 


DALLAS. Jun« 29.—My-A gen- 
eral Improvement in the condition 
of agriculture and live stock fol- 
lowed In the wake of the favor- 
able weather which prevailed dur- 
ing the past 30 days, says the 
monthly business review of the 
Federal Reserve bank of Dallas, 
Issued today. 


The review's survey found that 
the frequent rains which covered 
all sections of the district except 
limited areas, maintained the top 
soil In good condition which, to- 
gether with the good subsoil sea- 
son existing, would be a sus- 
taining 
factor in 
crop growth 
during the remainder of the sum- 
mer. Yields of small grains now 
being harvested will be Irregular 
and i considerably under a year 
ago. Prospect, 
however, pointed 
towards a Tier acre yield not far 
below the 1919-1928 average. Row 
crops had made rapid growth and 
were generally in good condition. 
Notwithstanding that reports in- 
dicated the presence of insects in 
lare numbers over a considerable 
arae of the district, crop damage 
from that source thus far, had 
been slight; yet the presence of 
the insects presented a potential 
danger. 
"The demand for merchandise 


In wholesale and retail channels," 
the report added, "continued at 
low level. Department store sales 
failed to show the usual increase 
between April and May, and were 
23 per cent leas than in May, 
1931.

DARKEST FINANCIAL 
PEACE-TIME YEAR OF 
NATION NEAR CLOSE 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—W)— 
One day more and the closing en- 
try of the darkest financial chap- 
ter of this, or any other peace- 
time nation, will be written—in 
red. 


When the clock strikes 12 to- 
morrow night the United States 
will close its fiscal year, wipe its 
slate clean and embark on 
a 
brand new period with additional 
revenue-producing machinery, to- 
gether with an auxiliary economic 
program, which promises to pro- 
duce sufficient income to keep 
the treasury in order. 


The books for the year will be 


closed 
with 
about '$2,900,000,000 


on the wrong side of the ledger. 
Today the deficit was $2,837,644,- 
914 as of Juno 25; last year it 
was $902,716,000. The year before 
a $183,000,000 surplus was estab- 
lished and then ended 11 consecu- 
tive years of profitable operations. 


The fiscal year of 1933 will be 


different, however, government of- 
ficials aver. With the new reve- 
nue bill of 1932 as the spearhead, 
there Is expected to accrue $3,261,- 
000,000 in taxes, a sum sufficient, 
says President Hoover, "Impreg- 


nably to establish the credit of the 
federal government." 


A total of $1,118,500,000 Is added 
to revenue bv the new tax provis- 
ions which will supplement $2il43,- 
000,000 accruing from 
the 1928 
measure. The government's origi- 
nal program of spending amount- 
ed to $4,113,000,090 or $851,500,000 
more than the revenues . now be- 
lieved possible. To bridge this gap, 
$426,000,000 originally allocated to 
the sinking fljnd will not be cov- 
ered by current receipts, while the 
remainder will be saved through 
curtailment of expenditures. 
The huge deficit was accumu- 
lated by a 33 per cent decrease In 
receipts and an increase of about 
20 per cent In expenditures. 
Internal revenue receipts amount- 


ed to only $1,549,829,940 
at the 


cloce of business June 25 as com- 
pared with $2,414,991,462 last year. 
Making up this item were Income 
taxes of $1,054,133,680 against $1,- 
853,464,792 and miscellaneous In- 
ternal 
revenue 
of 
$495,696,361 
against $561,526,670. 
Customs re- 


ceipts shrunk $47,000,000 to $325,- 
060,472, while receipts of $187,816,- 
731 in the last fiscal year on ac- 
count of principal and Interest on 
foreign obllbations were entirely 
lost.

The real heroes in this

WATER SUPPLIES FOR 


RURAL HOMES. 


In discussing a safe water 


supply for farm homes, the 
United States Public Health 
Service advises that surface 
water supplies are 
most 


liable to pollution and are 
most unsatisfactory for farm 
use. Streams and ponds, 
unless protected, receive the 
greater part of the surface 
wash which in many cases 
comes from barnyards and 
the like. Streams and ponds 
located in pastures, manur- 
ed fields, and where stock 
can reach them are similar- 
ly polluted! Often sewage 
and household wastes are 
emptied into them or else 
washed in by rains. There 
are so many different ways 
in which surface supplies 
may become polluted that 
such supplies should not be 
used for 
household pur- 


poses unless no other supply 
is available. 


Where it is not possible to 


get 
underground 
waters, 
cisterns are in common use 
for the collection and stor- 
age 
of rainwater. 
They 


should be of water-tight con- 
struction so as to exclude all 
seepage and to keep out dust 
and 
rodent*). 
Particular 


care should be taken to 
eliminate the possibility of 
mosquitos breeding in the 
cisterns. To withdraw the 
water from the cistern, the 
so-called 
pitcher 
pump 


which does not require prim- 
ing, 
should always be used. 


In no case should the old 
rope and bucket be resort- 
ed to. 


Dug wells vary in depth 


and diameter, their size de- 
pending upon the availabil- 
ity of water and the need 
for it. A dug well should 
be cased so as to avoid the 
possibility of surface water 
leaking into it through the 
top layers of the ground, 
and the casing should ex- 
tend above the ground sur- 
face so as to form a water- 
tight curb. Over that there 
should be placed a covering 
of durable and water-tight 
material. 
Concrete, 
brick 


laid in cement motor, or vit- 
rified pipe with a concrete 
cover are the most satisfac- 
tory for casing and top cov- 
ering. In the case of the 
dug well, the pitcher pump, 
which does not heed prim- 
ing, is also a suitable means 
of withdrawing the water. 


The bored well is usually 


of small diameter and shal- 
low in depth. It should be 
cased with some impervious 
material to exclude infiltra- 
tion. The casing should ex- 
tend above the ground sur- 
face and there should be 
placed around the top of the 
casing a concrete base so 
that water-cannot run back 
into the well along the cas- 
ing. A pump may be super- 
imposed on the 
concrete 
§9d attached, to 


casing. Driven and drilled 
wells are quite similar to 
the bored well, except in the 
method of construction. In 
a similar way they should 
be protected at the top 
against 
the infiltration of 


water. Arrangements should 
be made to conduct waste 
water away from the gen- 
eral vicinity of the well, and 
the proper pump installed'. 


If it is necessary to take 


drinking water 
from 
a 


spring, care should be given 
to house properly the source 
of the water in an impervi- 
ous box through which, how- 
ever, access can be had by 
means of a manhole. The 
water should be permitted 
to gather in this box and 
flow from it through a pipe 
arranged so that a contain- 
er can be placed under it. 
Care should be taken also to 
ditch around the spring area 
so that surface water can 
flow away and not over or 
into the spring. 


Assuming that there is 


available a/drinking water 
which is safe in its natural 
state, the initiation of prop- 
er precautions in obtaining 
that water and in its pro- 
tection will insure bringing 
a safe drinking water to the 
consumer. Persons living in 
rural areas who must take 
their water from a small 
supply should be cautious 
in its use unless they, have 
ascertained its quality to be 
oeyond reproach and have 
taken steps to make certain 
that their water supply is 
properly protected. A lab- 
oratory examination of the 
supply should be obtained 
as a method of insurance 
against a water-borne dis- 
ease. 
Much of the typhoid 


fever and other water-borne 
diseases still existing in this 
country are due to the small 
private water supply, which 
is not given the considera- 
tion it should receive. Care- 
ful attention to every source 
of water used for drinking 
and cooking purposes by all 
householders will 
be of 


much help in wiping out one 
of the unnecessary causes of 
r-.ickness and death.

PREVENTING CO-OPERA- 


TION. 


When the Sherman anti- 


trust law was passed, the 
people had just become con- 
scious of the threat to com- 
petition involved in monop- 
olies and trusts,. There was 
a loud howl that something 
be done about it. Congress 
replied to that demand by a 
law-intended to make ille- 
gal every form of combina- 
tion in restraint of trade. 


Undoubtedly the law has 


worked—in some respects. 
It did not prevent the form- 
ation of 'the steel trust. It 
did not prevent the growing 
up all over the country of 
vast aggregates of capital 
engaged, in various produc- 
tive enterprises. 
It dis- 


solved the 
Standard Oil 


Company in name only. It 
did not prevent the develop- 
ment of gigantic packing 
and bakery combinations. It 
did not prevent the forma- 
tion or "vertical trusts" like 
General Motors and the 
Ford Motor Company. 


But in other respects it 


worked all too well. It pre- 
vented competitors from dis- 
cussing ther most vital prob- 
lems. It made it impossible 
for industries so to arrange 
their affairs in periods of 
depression as to cut down 
their overhead and thus pre- 
vent loss and even bank- 
ruptcy. 


The most striking indica- 


tion of the essential fallacy 
of the Sherman act and its 
more 
stringent 
successor, 


the Clayton act, is to be 
found in the coal trade, the 
nation's sickest industry. It 
would not be fair to blame 
the Sherman act for all the 
troubles of the coal industry, 
but it is certain that the ex- 
istence of anti-trust laws has 
prevented 
the 
operators 


from getting together1 to the 
extent which is essential if 
they are ever to solve their 
common problems.
